UNITED NATIONS — 
Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin told world leaders 
Monday they must accept 
Russia as a “great power” and 
called for a treaty on ending 
the. production of nuclear 
weapons material. 

Yeltsin said he would wel- 

_ come U.N. involvement in for- 
mer Soviet states beset by civil 
strife but warned that “the 
main peace-keeping burden in 
the territory of the former 
Soviet Union lies upon the 
Russian Federation.” 

President Clinton praised the 
cooperation between the 
United States and Russia and 
said the two nations were 
working to reduce their nuclear 
arsenals. 

Clinton also announced the 
United States was lifting all 
Sanctions against Haiti, except 
those that would help its mili- 
tary rulers and indicated he 
would support the lifting of the 
U.N. economic embargo. 

Yeltsin’s plan to limit the 
spread of nuclear weapons 
included signing a comprehen- 
sive nuclear test ban treaty by 
1996, extending the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty, regu- 
lating weapons sales, initiating 
a treaty on nuclear security and 
holding a conference on con- 
verting military factories to 
civilian use. 

“There is an urgent need for 
all nuclear states to participate 
in the process of reduction and 
limitation of nuclear weapons,” - 
Yeltsin said. : 

The U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, Madeleine 
Albright, called Yeltsin’s pro- 
posals “creative and intrigu- 
ing” but said the United States 
would have to study them. 

“The fact that we have gone 
together on this path, and the 
fact that President Yeltsin is 
bringing a package here | think 
is very important.” she said. 

‘Yeltsin said the treaty on 
nuclear security and stability 
should be signed by the 
world’s five major nuclear 
powers — the United States, 
Russia, United Kingdom, 

France and China. | 

He also called for ending the 
production of nuclear materials 
and nuclear munitions.

The demand to enroll in BYU 
Jerusalem Center’s study abroad 
program is so great that a new 
Spring Term has been created, said 
the center’s Provo office supervi- 
sor. 

The Jerusalem Center building 
was completed in 1987 in east 
Jerusalem, and has room for 175 
beds. This limits the number of 
students that can participate each 

" semester or term, explained Robert 
Taylor, supervisor of the Provo 
office. 

The center normally provides 
enrollment periods that coincide 
with BYU’s Fall Semester, Winter 
Semester and Spring Term com- 
bined and Summer Term. The cre- 
ation of a new and separate Spring 
Term at the center is possible 
because of the field trips that are 
part of the curriculum, Taylor said. 

During the spring portion of the 


combined Winter Semester and 
spring term, students go out on 
extended field trips, which makes 
it possible for new students to 
come to the center. 

“When normal Winter Semester 
students are out on field studies, | 
then classroom and bed space is 
available,” Taylor said. “That is 
when we bring in the Spring Term 
students for their classroom studies 
and then send them out for the 
field trip portion when the other 
students return.” 

Taylor explained that the first 
study abroad program in Jerusalem 
took place in 1968; at that time the 
groups stayed in a small hotet dur- 
ing the program. He also said that 
before the ground breaking cere- 
mony of the center in August 1984 
there was a struggle for the Church 
to obtain legalized status with the

' The 25 percent tax deduction for the self-employed expired at the end of 
‘1993, Lawmakers in both parties had expected to restore it and provide an even 
‘more generous break this year as part of health reform. 

The tax deduction for the self-employed has been buried for now in the 
wreckage of the health reform bills. 

“It’s kind of a shock,” said Rebecca Anderson, a legislative analyst for the 

National Association for the Self-Employed. “It was being held hostage to the 
health care debate. Now we’re down to the wire and ... everyone is saying it’s 
not going to happen.’

football coach LaVell Edwards. 


With a slim victory Saturday, Edwards stepped onto a lofty and sparsely populat- 
ed plateau in the world of college football coaching. He became the fourth member 
of a group of active coaches who have each won at least 200 NCAA football con- 
tests. The others? Penn State’s Joe Paterno, Florida State’s Bobby Bowden and 


Nebraska’s Tom Osborne. 


In other words, after 22 years at the helm in Provo, Edwards has deservedly taken 
his place next to three living legends — at least in the eyes of sports fans. Like the 
others in the 200 Win Club, Edwards has used patient, hard work to build a solid 
and respected football program and commands the respect of his peers. 

Aside from the nationwide recognition generated by the mere statistical signifi- 
cance of reaching the 200-win mark, Edwards deserves a more heartfelt ovation 
from residents of Provo and students and friends of BYU everywhere. The quiet 
consistency which characterizes his coaching style and his modest reactions to 
considerable successes on the football field make Edwards a worthy hero, especial- 


ly for local fans. 


After all, the boy who would win 200 football games was born right here in 
Provo almost 64 years ago. He played high school football at Lincoln High in 
Orem and stayed close to home during his college years, lettering three years at 


Utah State. 


After taking his first coaching job at Granite High School in Salt Lake City and 
then serving for ten years as an assistant at BYU, he began a 22-year trek that has 
produced a nationally recognized football program, 16 WAC titles, 18 bowl 
appearances and even a national championship. It is not an exaggeration to say 
BYU would not be what it is today without the success of LaVell Edwards; his 


football program put Provo on the map.

Unlike other highly ‘successful coaches and players, Edwards has not made a life 
out of turning the media spotlight onto his already ‘brilliant career. And though he 
hasn’t spent much time studying the Jimmy Johnson formula for successful name 
recognition, he is deservedly revered by prestigious colleagues like Notre Dame’s 
Lou Holtz and thousands of grateful Cougar fans. 

Surely people like Holtz see the very real qualities that have given Edwards his 
honorable place in NCAA record books. Even with victory No. 200 just one win 
away two weeks ago, Edwards exhibited two of those qualities: focus and perspec- 
tive. When asked before the 28-21 loss to Colorado State how it would feel to win 
the big one, Edwards replied that he would be happy just to be 3-0 and undefeated 


Though disappointing for some vocal Cougar fans, that loss to CSU was for 
Edwards just one more chance to prove what he has long exemplified: Rewards 
come to those who patiently pursue them. 


The Universe congratulates Edwards for reaching this career milestone. Above 
all, we commend him for the example of modesty and quiet consistency he has 
given while gracing the sidelines at Cougar Stadium for more than two decades.

lift anti-trust exemption 


Baseball, mom, and apple pie. 

Well, the apples in the pie may be treated 
with cancer-causing pesticides and mom may 
be the victim of sexual harassment at work, 


but until now we could at least depend on’ 


baseball’s World Series coming each October. 
But this year the season was lost to a strike 
and future seasons were placed in jeopardy 
while baseball fans everywhere donned black. 
Even so, Thursday brought a glimmer of hope 
that next year might be different. 

Baseball’s antitrust exemption may finally 
be outta here. 

The second most important factor (behind 
good old-fashioned greed) in ruining the base- 
ball season this year may soon go the way of 
gloveless outfielders and shoeless baserun- 
ners. The average baseball fan can be glad of 
that. 

The House of Representatives’ Judiciary 
Committee met with Baseball’s Interim 
Commissioner Bud Selig and 
Player’s. Union chief Donald 
Fehr Thursday and things 
didn’t look good for the own- 
ers’ chances of retaining their 
exemption from the nation’s 
antitrust laws. 

Committee Chairman Jack Brooks, D. - 
Texas, gave his support to the players’ call to 
end the exemption as it applies to their right to 
sue owners on the-.salary cap issue. Brooks 
said he will try to get a bill through Congress 
before next season. 

The reason why that is good: news will be 
painfully obvious to fans as October 
approaches meaninglessly. 

Assuming the obvious (that, players and 
owners will continue throughout the foresee- 
able future to heedlessly grope for dollars), it 
is the antitrust exemption that makes strikes 
inevitable because it is the antitrust exemption 
that allows owners to unilaterally: impose reg- 
ulations on the players: 

In the present conflict, that means that since 
owners wanted to save themselves money by 
imposing a salary cap and players wanted to 
earn themselves money by having no cap, a 
strike was the only likely alternative. If the 


players did not strike this season, the owners 
would have been able to impose the salary cap 
next season without consulting the players at 
all. The antitrust exemption allows them to do 


that. 

A strike thissseason was the players’ only 
real bargaining chip. —“the. only weapon in 
their arsenal capable of wounding the owners

(an agreement made earlier this year would 
allow owners to call up minor league players 
next year if major leaguers refuse to play, but 


it gave players the right to strike this season 


without any replacement players). 

Now the strike has failed and what will hap- 
pen next season is anyone’s guess. If no 
agreement has been reached, by spring train- 
ing, the players may start up a new league, the 
owners may simply call up minor leaguers, or 
there may be no baseball at all (again). 

Unless Congress lifts the antitrust exemp- 
tion. 

If Major League Baseball owners tried to 
impose a salary cap without Uncle Sam back- 
ing them up, they would find themselves in 
the same position as the National Basketball 
Association is this month: in court, but with a 
future. The NBA has never had an antitrust 
exemption — or a strike. 

In professional basketball, players have the 
right to sue their clubs 
under antitrust laws if 
the teams act as a 
monopoly and impose 
restrictions on the play- 
ers unilaterally. Fehr 
calls it a “safety 
valve.” If players and owners reach an 
impasse in basketball, they can bring the issue 
to court and have it settled there without any- 
one going on strike. . 

In baseball, there is obviously no such safety 
valve. An impasse in baseball is impassable. 

Which is why ending the antitrust exemption 
is the best move Congress could possibly 
make (other than maybe allowing President 
Clinton to accomplish something once in a 
while). 

This is not baseball’s first strike, nor will it 
be the last as long as the owners are allowed 
to make up all their own rules. 

Hopefully, Congress will put a stop to the 
nonsense by ending the antitrust exemption. 
Who would come out on top in the salary cap 
dispute without the exemption is unclear, but 
there is one thing that is clear: conflicts could 
be resolved in court and the season could go 


‘on as it does in basketbail. 


And whether you think the players are too 
selfish or the Owners are too greedy or they’re 
all just too darn stupid, as long as you’re a 
baseball fan and you’re looking at your calen- 
dar these days, all you really want is the 
agony to stop. 

Thursday’s developments may be the first 
hint that it ever will.

University emergency building coor- 
dinators are currently preparing for a 
variety of potential campus emergen- 
cies by participating in CERT 
(Community Emergency Response 
Team) training sessions. 

Kerry Baum, Emergency 
Preparedness Coordinator for BYU, 
said the CERT program was started 
by the Los Angeles Fire Department 
after it carefully evaluated the rescue 
efforts of volunteers in the Mexico 
City quake of 1985. 

The Los Angeles Fire Department 
sent a team of people to investigate 


the disaster. In its investigations, it 
found that 100 volunteer rescuers died 
trying to save victims of the Mexico 
City quake. The investigating team 


. determined that most deaths were due 


to a lack of training. When the team 
returned, a program was developed to 
train volunteers. 

“In disasters, people will always 
assist where there’s a need — so why 
not train them so the volunteers don’t 
lose their lives?” Baum said. 

By 1993, California had trained 


- 8,000 people and organized them into 


225 teams to provide emergency 
assistance. The effectiveness of these 
teams was tested in the San Francisco 
and Northridge quakes. The teams

performed so well, the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
adopted CERT as a national program 
at the beginning of this year. 

When the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency adopted CERT, 
changes. were made to the program. 
More focus was given to increasing 
the number of trainers so that more 
teams could be established. Due to the 
success of the program, the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency now 
encourages every community to 
establish volunteer teams. 

At the end of the CERT course, a 
volunteer receives a certificate that 
enables officials at a disaster site to 
know the volunteer’s capabilities.

Baum said BYU evaluated CERT 
and decided to adopt the program 
because it provided a standardized 
training that allowed those trained to 
respond to any type of disaster. 

Baum said BYU’s CERT program 
is specifically tailored to prepare 
building coordinators for disasters 
that might occur on campus. During 
Fall Semester, one course is being 
offered, with a limit of 30 people to-a 
class. 

After these sessions, all building 
coordinators on campus will be 
trained. Once building coordinators 
have been trained, CERT sessions will 
be available to any BYU employee 
and possibly, to students.

allow them to construct the Jerusalem 
Center. 

D. Kelly Ogden,-professor of ancient 
scripture at BYU, was an instructor at 
the Jerusalem Center between 1976 
and 1990. 

The Israeli government had restrict- 


‘ed the legalization of religions that 


had not established some type of pres- 
ence there before the formation of the 
Israeli state by the United Nations in 
1948, Ogden said. 

According to the LDS Church, 

Jerusalem was dedicated for the 
preaching of the gospel in 1841 by 
Orson Hyde. 
_ “We had missionaries there at the 
end of last century and the beginning 
of this one. We had also rented mis- 
sion homes but didn’t own any prop- 
erty like the Roman Catholic Church 
or the Greek Orthodox Church,” 
Ogden said. 
- However, the legalization applica- 
tion was approved, and the center was 
constructed, Ogden said. 

Instrumental in the completion of 
the center were President Howard W. 
Hunter and Elder Jeffrey R. Holland, 
who was BYU president at the time, 
Taylor said. 

‘(Many of the students who attend the 
Jérusalem program consider the center 
the most beautiful building in the city. 

‘The center commands a panoramic 
view of the entire Holy City, including 
the site where Solomon’s temple 
stood. 

“Tt is a complete oasis in a desolate 
ldnd. All the other buildings there are 
much older and aren’t maintained. 
The center really stands out,” said 
Jeanie Smith, a BYU student who par- 
ticipated in the program’s Summer 
Term 1994. 

‘Smith said the best part of the expe- 
rience was the field trips to actual Bib- 
lical sites. 

'She said the instructors were what 
made them so special. 

“It wouldn't have been as great with- 
out the teachers there to explain the 
meaning behind the sites,’ Smith said. 
“Jt is more the-atmosphere er feeling 


that is present than the actual scene. 


itself that makes it so special.” 

‘The center was the source of many 
protests during its construction. 
Because of the protests by different 
Jewish sects, the Israeli government 
asked the LDS Church that no one 
associated with the center, including 
the students, be allowed to proselyte, 
Taylor said. 

‘The Latter-day Saint Church author- 
ities agreed, and despite the protests 
and restrictions, the center has 
become a popular building in 
Jerusalem with more than-70,000 visi- 
tors a year. 

“We didn’t invite or advertise for 
anyone to tour the building, and yet 
people came,” Taylor said. 

“Because of the numbers, we have 
had to set up a tour structure for the 
center,’ Taylor said. 

Taylor said although all openings

Play tells story of women playing 
music to survive the holocaust

The horror of the holocaust at 
Auschwitz will unfold at BYU begin- 
ning Friday when Arthur Miller’s 
“Playing for Time” opens the 
Margetts Theatre 1994-95 season. 
There will be a preview on 
Wednesday and Thursday for half- 
price off-the regular ticket price. 

The fact-based story examines the 
courage of a Parisian singer caught in 
a brutal concentration camp as she 
and her ragtag orchestra of female 
prisoners stave off dehumanization, 
punishment, humiliation and even 
death with their playing. 

Miller adapted the work for the 
stage. One of America’s most respect- 
ed- playwrights, Miller is the author of 
“The Crucible” and “Death of a 
Salesman.” 

Faculty director Carrie Morgan sees 
the work as a searing portrait where 
every person, to some degree, is 
guilty. 

“One woman is guilty because she 
sells her body for food,” Morgan said. 
“When other prisoners criticize her 
actions, she points out that they are 
guilty, too, because they play in an 
orchestra to save their own lives, and 
part of that includes playing while 
prisoners on their way to their deaths 
pass by them. They are in deep denial 
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about any compromises, because the 
are trying to survive.” ; 

Morgan adds that some characters 
are especially horrifying. “Mendel, an 
SS officer, is a human being with 
human emotions. She is beautiful, and 
she is (also) a monster capable of 
atrocities. 

“What is disturbing about the whole 
process of living is the potential for 
such monsters. Another trial is that, to 
survive, you have to eliminate a lot of 
feeling. 

I watch the news every night, for 
example, and when I do not cut off 
my emotions to some extent so I am 
less affected by it, | am a mess.” 

Three of the actors—Allison 
Belnap, Shawnda Ludlow and JoAnne 
Orton — felt their parts so fully that 
they agreed to perform their roles 
with bald heads as another symbol of 
the dehumanization that occurred rou- 
tinely in the camps.

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NHL negotiators 
scramble to reach 
agreement before 
Saturday deadline

TORONTO — Theart of the dea 
took on a sense of urgency in the 
hockey world today when the NHL 
and NHL Players’ Association 
resumed negotiations to avert a post- 
ponement'to’the start of the 1994-95 
season. 

NHL commissioner Gary Bettman 

has announced he will postpone the 
season, scheduled to open Saturday, 
if a new contract can’t be worked out 
by then, 
Bettman and NHLPA executive 
director Bob Goodenow have each 
said they want to strike an agree- 
ment, but the two sides differ sub- 
stantially on the major issues. The 
most major issue of all’is something 
Bettman will not even acknowledge: 
a salary cap. 

Throughout the talks, the rhetoric 
being employed by Bettman and 
Goodenow has been strong but tem- 
pered, and there is a definite lack of 
rancor between the two. But that 
doesn’t mean there is a simple solu- 
tion. 

“If Gary calls for a fight, the play- 
ers are ready for it,’ Goodenow said 
over the weekend. “Some of these 
players fight for.a living. They will 
Stick together.” 

Bettman and Goodenow, who said 
he was hopeful the season would 
Open on time, agree that something 
must be done to keep small-market 
teams competitive, but they differ on 
the solutions. Goodenow met with the: Chicago 
Blackhawks on Thursday in Las Vegas, met Friday with 
the Boston Bruins and the Tampa Bay Lightning, and met 
Saturday with the St. Louis Blues. 

The players have proposed a 5 percent tax on ever 
team’s payroll and gate receipts, which they say would 
raise about $40 million. 

Bettman has proposed a luxury tax on teams whose pay- 
rolls exceed a league-wide salary average (approximately 
$15.5 million in 1993-94). Clubs would pay a 100 percent 
tax if their spending is less than 10 percent over the aver- 
age, and 200 percent if more than 10 percent over. 

“Tf a team is going to pay me $500,000 and then have to 
pay the league. $1! million (in payroll tax), then it isn’t 
going to do it,” said Kelly Miller of the Washington 
Capitals, an NHLPA vice president.

An example are preseason rankings. A 
strong team may not be able to over- 
come a low preseason rank through- 
out the season. 

James said there should be no polls 
for the first few weeks of the season, 
making it easier for the best teams to 
be ranked appropriately. 

One of the concerns with polls is the 
question, who really is No. one? After 
the 1991 split national championship 
between Miami and Washington, col- 
lege football administrators created 
the Bowl Coalition. 

At the end of the season, the Bowl 
Coalition adds the USA 
TODAY/CNN and AP polls together,

two ranked teams against each other 
for a championship game. 

A split national championship 
remains possible with the AP and 
USA TODAY/CNN polls. But the 
Bowl Coalition poll will add the two 
together and declare a consensus 
champion. 

Head coaches throu ohout the nation 
are selected to vote for the USA 
TODAY/CNN poll, while AP sports- 
writers are chosen for the AP poll. In 
all of the polls, a voter ranks their top 
25 teams. The No. one team receives 


25 points, down to the twenty-fifth- ~ 


ranked team receiving one point. 

The AP and USA TODAY/CNN 
polls each have 62 voters. When the 
votes are tabulated, the team with the 
most points is ranked No. 1. In this 
week’s USA TODAY/CNN poll, 
Nebraska has 1,510 points, Florida 
has 1,498. Consequently, Nebraska is. 
No. 1, Florida No. 2. 

Polls also show first-place votes, in 
parenthesis, next to each team receiv- 
ing one or more. Usually, the team 
with the most first-place votes is No. 
1. However, there is a possibility that 
a voter or voters may rank the team 
with the most number-one votes lower 
and subsequently give them fewer 
points than another team(s). 

Pat Edwards, who votes with ex- 
coaches, college administrators, and 
other journalists on the highly regard- 
ed Scripps Howard poll said there are 
several factors that voters look at 
when ranking teams. 

“I am mindful of where the games 
are played, the level of competition, 
returning players, and injuries,” 
Edwards said. ; 

However, Coach Edwards said there 
was favoritism and biases that creep 
into the polls, such as awarding the 
1994 national championship to 
Florida State, even though Notre 
Dame (who beat Florida St.) and 
other teams could have been consid- 
ered. 5 

When glancing at separate polls, 
most rank teams similarly, often no 
more apart than one or two places in 
the rankings. One exception is that the 
USA TODAY/CNN poll does. not 
rank programs on probation. So Texas 
A&M, Auburn, and Washington are 
seen on the AP poll, but not the USA 
TODAY/CNN poll. 

The AP poll falls behind the other 
two because sportswriters don’t really 
know what’s going on in college foot- 
ball,’ Pat Edwards said.

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“The Americans here now and there 
is more security,’ said another return- 
ing refugee, 26-year-old seamstress 
Guerly Joseph. 

“We really don’t like foreign troops 
here, but it seems that that’s what my 
brothers and sisters need.

They were greeted by about 3,000 
curious Haitians crowding the docks 
and nearby shore. 

Some returnees carried their meager 
possessions in their arms. A few 
smiled and waved. Most just stared at 
the soldiers in camouflage uniforms. 

“They are excited about the 
prospects of coming home, but appre- 
hensive about what they are going to 
find here,” said Cmdr. Jim Decker, 
skipper of the Northland. “We have 
done our best to calm their fears.” 

The refugees were greeted at the 
dock by U.S. Ambassador William 
Swing and Lt. Gen. Hugh Shelton, 
commander of the U.S. operation in 
Haiti. 

“This is, in effect, a reverse of the 
flow of what we had several weeks 
ago when people were leaving Haiti 
in unseaworthy crafts,” Swing said.” 

Many who left were fleeing poverty 
as well as political repression, and 
even if the U.S. intervention leads to 
the return of exiled President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, Haiti’s economy is 
in desperate straits.

SURAT, India — Authorities listed 
ao plague deaths in this industrial city 
Monday for the first time in six days, 
but they reported a disturbing devel- 
opment: an outbreak of plague in a 
neighboring state. 

Soldiers searched shantytowns for 
more plague victims and guarded 
Surat’s main hospital to stop infec- 
‘ious patients from fleeing. Officials 
said 56 new plague cases were record- 
ed in the city. 

Since pneumonic plague was first 
reported in Surat last Tuesday, at least 
31 people have died, more than 450 
aave been hospitalized and an esti- 
nated 400,000 have fled the city.

Doctors described the fugitive 
patients as “time bombs” who could 
quickly spread the disease from one 
mud hut to another in the many shan- 
tytowns on the banks of the filthy Tapi 
River. 

With nearly one-fifth of the popula- 
tion having fled the city, Indian offi- 
cials fear the plague may be spread to 
other regions. 

A few patients with pneumonic 
plague symptoms were being exam- 
ined in hospitals in Maharashtra state 
and in New Delhi, the federal capital, 
officials said. 

Although plague can be cured with 
antibiotics, the 600 million people 


who live in rural India often have little 
access to doctors or medicine, and 
many die of curable diseases. 

Officials declared Surat a disaster 
zone and rushed in millions of -cap- 
sules of antibiotics. 

“No deaths in 24 hours, that is since 
5 p.m. on Sunday until 5 p.m. today,” 
said Kundan Lal, an administrator for 
the city. 

Lal also told reporters from the 
Associated Press that two patients 
from neighboring villages died at the 
hospital Sunday. 

They were the first plague victims 
from outside the city, officials report- 
ed. 

In a dispute at Civil Hospital, many 
doctors and nurses reportedly staged a
